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Ford sends Congress 


$1 billion-a-day budget 


WASHINGTON (UPIl - Predicting a 
turn around by the end of 1976, President 
Ford today sent Congress a “ $1 billion a 
day" budget and acknowledged that in 
the immediate future the nation can 
expect 
increased 
inflation, 
unemployment and the biggest spending 
deficit since World War II. 
In his $349 4 billion budget outline for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1 and an 
accompanying economic report, Ford 
said he regretted that his proposals 
would mean record spending and a huge 
$52 billion deficit. 
He also conceded that the figures in 
his budget analysis portend two years of 
8 per cent unemployment and even 
sharper inflation m 1975 
"What they do not show," he said, "is 
that we will have turned the economy in

a new and more favorable direction well 
before 
the 
end 
of

year." 
He indicated the turnaround would be 
achieved by the end of 1976. 
In remarks while signing his economic 
report which will be sent to Congress 
Tuesday, Ford predicted that production 
will rise at more than 5 per cent between 
mid 1975 and the end of 1976. 
"This will add some two million 
workers to the nation’s payrolls over 
this period, so that unemployment 
—though still high —will be going 
down," he said 


The economic analysis in Ford’s 
budget predicted that unemployment 
will hit 8.1 per cent at the end of this 
year and 7.9 per cent at the end of 1976 
—a potentially explosive number in a 
presidential election year. 
# 
Although consumer prices will go 
higher this year than last, Ford noted he 
expects the rate of increase to fall into 
the neighborhood of 7 per cent in 1976. 
According to the budget message, 
consumer prices will go up 11.3 per cent 
in 1975 but Ford said by the end of the 
year inflation will be "a little more than 


9 per cent." He predicted about 2 
percentage points of this will be due to 
high energy costs, much of it to be 
returned to the economy in the form of 
tax cuts. 
The extraordinarily large deficit was 
due to low tax collections because of the 
recession 
and

designed 
to 
stimulate the sagging economy. 
"I regret that my budget and tax 
proposals will mean bigger deficits 
temporarily, for I have always opposed 
deficits, 
Ford said during a weekend 
briefing. 
In two years, Ford predicted, the 
United States would go $87 billion in the 
red and he said it could go higher if 
Congress does not follow his recommen­ 
dations.

Schlesinger told a news conference.

Defense officials said that after 
discounting for increased costs caused 
by inflation, the defense budget would 
provide the same amount of buying 
power as last year. They said the 
administration would seek real buying 
power increases in future budgets, not 
just boosts to cover inflation. 


"We must have a turnaround in this 
process which has resulted year after 
year in a chopping away of the real 
resources going to the Department of 
Defense," Schlesinger said. 


The Pentagon’s comptroller, Terence 
E. McClary, said the military’s buying 
power after discounting for inflation had 
dropped in every year since 1969. He 
said it would bottom out in the coming 
fiscal year, and then begin rising — 
assuming Congress goes along with the 
money requests. 
McClary produced charts showing the 
administration wanted to boost the 


military ’s real spending power by 17 per 
cent by 1980. If there were no inflation 
that would put 1980 defense spending at 
$106.5 billion. Assuming a fair amount of 
inflation, spending would come to about 
$140 billion, McClary said 


He said the budget for the coming year 
was solely for military needs. "There is 
absolutely no economic stimulus in this 
budget.” 


Ford, gathering the search for foreign 
oil substitutes under a single tent — the 
new Energy Research and Development 
Administration — today proposed a 
record $4.3 billion three-agency budget 
to fight energy shortages. 
The need to find new sources of energy 
is so critical, Ford said, that such 
efforts have been 
made the sole 
exception to his pledge for a one-year 
moratorium on new federal spending 
programs. 
Ford asked Congress to spend $3.89 
billion for ERDA, created in October 
and actually functioning only 15 days. It 
pulls together energy programs once 
managed by the Interior Department, 
the National Science Foundation, the 


Pentagon and the now-defunct Atomic 
Energy Commission. 
Ford requested $207.6 million for the 
Federal Energy Administration, the 
energy regulating agency. He asked 
$197.9 million for the Nuclear Regula­ 
tory Commission, the new agency that 
took over the AEC’s power-reactor 
regulatory chores. 


Reflecting the growing emphasis on 
long-term solutions to U.S. energy 
needs, Ford asked Congress to provide 
ERDA with $806 million more than the 
total energy research spending of the 
current fiscal year and $1.59 billion 
more than was spent last year. 


The 
total 
$4.3 
billion 
request 
represents a $945.3 million increase over 
comparable spending this year and a 
$1.8 billion —or 78 per cent —jump over 
the fiscal 1974 level. 


More than half his request — $2.1 
billion —was for research in fields 
ranging from tapping energy from the 
sun and the wind to taming the nuclear 
fusion process of the hydrogen bomb for 
generating 
e le c tric ity . 


Exxon plant debate 
slated for tonight

The Board of Supervisors will conduct what is expected to be a climactic public 
hearing tonight in La Cumbre Junior High School auditorium on the request of 
Exxon Corp for a rezoning to set up a major oil and gas processing facility in a 
western Goleta Valley canyon area. 
The large main auditorium of the 
school at 2225 Modoc Rd is expected to 
attract a throng of between 500 and 1,000 
persons for the session to start at 7:30. 
Likelihood of a decision by the five- 
man board may not only attract a 
standing-room audience only, but also 
national 
television 
and 
press 
representatives from publications over 
a wide area of the country. 
Supervisors agreed to the request of 
opponents of the Exxon project to move 
the final hearing from the county 
supervisors hearing room in the County 
Building to the large auditorium due to 
limited seating in the county structure 
in the downtown Santa Barbara area. 
Second District Supervisor Robert 
Kallman, whose vote is expected to be 
the pivotal one, mentioned that he felt 
the La Cumbre school site was a good 
one in that it was about the midway 
point in the populated coastal shelf area 
Kallman was still in Cottage Hospital 
this morning and a spokesman said it 
did not appear he would be released in 
time for the public hearing tonight. 
Kallman, new supervisor from the 
second district, was admitted to the 
hospital Friday for diagnosis after 
suffering dizzy spells.

morning whether or not the hearing 
tonight would proceed as scheduled, 
with Kallman absent and 
the other 
board members set up only for another 
2-2 deadlock. County officials informed 
the Record just before press time that 
the board had taken formal action this 
morning to affirm that tonight's hearing 
will proceed as scheduled. This means, 
say some county observers, that still 
another hearing on the volatile matter 
will probably be scheduled so that 
Kallman may be present for the board’s 
final vote 
Board chairman Francis H. Beattie, 
under attack at the initial hearing for 
allowing Exxon proponents to utilize 
three of the four hours of presentation, 
has agreed to allow opponents "equal 
time" at the hearing 
Rebuttal statements will then be 
allowed each side, with the supervisors’ 
vote expected to follow. 
Beattie has endeavored to limit foes of 
the project to discussion of the rezoning 


issue only concerning the 1.500 acre 
site in Las Flores Canyon sought for the 
new oil company complex to handle 
production from an 83.000 acre offshore 
area off Refugio 
But conservationists, planning groups 
and other opponents have maintained 
the issue is actually whether the county 
would by its approval of the plant and 
related facilities give a green-light to a 
new and major buildup of onshore oil 
facilities with more offshore platforms 
along the scenic coastline west of Santa 
Barbara and Goleta. 
Proponents, including north county 
commercial interests, and building and 
trades union leaders, argue the channel 
oil and gas resources are needed as soon 
as they can be exploited Defeat of the 
onshore plant would require plans for a 
possibly environmentally-nsky offshore 
plant 
which 
already 
has 
Federal 
approval as an alternate, they say. 
Whereas proponents claim the oil 
industry and Federal government have 
tightened safety regulations, industry 
opponents say such regulations could 
mean little in view of the fact Exxon is 
by inaugurating deep-water drilling in 
the 
channel 
is 
in 
reality 
"experimenting" and could produce 
another disastrous oil spill. 
Environmental and other citizens 
groups are prepared to begin circulating 
petitions calling for a referendum 
election on the Exxon Corp rezoning in 
the El Capitan-Refugio area should the 
Board of Supervisors approve the 
rezoning, it has been announced. 
An alliance of such organizations has 
already drawn up draft petitions — with 
the aid of legal counsel — and will 
launch a campaign to obtain sufficient 
signatures to force the supervisors to 
void the zoning ordinance or call a 
referendum election, it is stated. 
Francis Sarguis, president of Get Oil 
Out, Inc. (GOO) has pointed out that 
"history may repeat itself" should the 
Exxon proposal win an endorsement. 
He said Exxon’s present application 
"takes us back to 1968 when Humble Oil 
and Refining Co. (now Exxon) got a 
rezoning” for an oil and processing plant 
east of Carpinteria. 
"But the issue was taken to the voters, 
and they overturned the rezonmg," he 
declared. 


Sheriff reports major 
crimes up in county

Latest statistics show the increase in 
crimes in county areas is "continuing at 
an accelerating rate," Sheriff John W 
Carpenter has revealed. He reported a 
19 per cent rise in major crimes in 1974 
over 1973. 
Carpenter — inaugurating a new 
monthly 
report 
on 
department 
operations to be filed with the Board of 
Supervisors — mentioned that he had 
earlier predicted a boost of about 13 per 
cent in major crimes in 1974 in making a 
report to the supervisors. He explained 
the lower prediction had been based on 
data for the first eight months of the 
year. 
The increase in crimes are not limited 
to any one area of the county, the sheriff 
said. 


He asserted that every sub-stati 
except Santa Ynez "has experiencec 
rise in responses to felonies, with l 
largest percentage increases in 1 
Cuyama, Lompoc and Santa Mai 
areas, respectively." 


Sheriff Carpenter said that meanwh 
"all stations have reported a decline 
their response to calls for servic« 
adding "this decline is attributable

Weekends blustery skies 
dump 2.61 inches of rain

Rainfall was moderately heavy over 
Lompoc Valley in two days of storm, but 
a deluge Sunday morning may have set 
some kind of record, it was disclosed 
today. 


Blustery skies dropped 2.61 inches of 
rain, raising the season total to 10 49 
inches. Last year at this time there had 
been slightly less than 10 inches. 
The weekend total included two five- 
minute deluges of a quarter inch each, 
according to county flood control chief 
James Stubchaer. Stubchaer’s figures 
come from data provided by North 
American Weather Consultants. The 
company has a remote controlled, 
electronically activated sensor on a 
telephone 
pole 
that 
automatically 
transmits 
data 
to 
Stubchaer’s 
headquarters in Santa Barbara. The 
pole, located on Highway 1, just south of 
Lompoc is one of several in a network 
that includes an early warning point at 
Morro Bay, north of Lompoc, according 
to Stubchaer. 


The storm raised the level of Lake 
Cachuma to 741.63 feet, about nine feet 
from spill. A breakdown of rainfall 
totals for the weekend shows Gibralter 
with 4.8 inches; San Marcos Pass, 6 3 
inches; Figueroa Mountain 3.2 inches; 
Santa Ynez with 2.4 inches. Projected 
over an hour duration Lompoc's quarter 
inch rains each would have dropped 
three inches of rainfall, deluges that 
would 
have had 
at 
least serious 
consequences for surface travelers. 
Fortunately, the two deluges were 
short lived. 
The practicality and relative merits of 
early warning systems will be put to the 
test ‘ next winter when a 
system 
scheduled to be installed later this 


spring becomes operative, Stubchaer 
said. 
Revenue sharing funds amounting to 
$15,000 plus a $3,000 contribution from 
Vandenberg Air Force Base, are being 
used to purchase a data collecting 
system by Teledata Corp., for the Santa 
Ynez River. Stubchaer says the system 
which is under construction, will use 
gauges and sensors to provide data at 
five-minute intervals on the level of the 
lakes at Cachuma, Gibralter and Juncal, 
on the position of the gates at the 
former two locations and on the Santa 
Ynez River stream flow at a number of 
key locations. Rainfall totals from a 
number of points will also be gathered, 
according to Stubchaer. 
Once installed, the system can be 
maintained by annual expenditures for 
maintenance and monitoring. Data 
collected 
by 
the system 
will 
be 
transmitted 
electronically 
to 
Stubchaer’s office where it will be 
decoded by a computer and transformed 
into print outs of information on storm 
and flood situations. 
Stubchaer 
said 
the 
system 
will 
eliminate some of the confusion and the 
grave concerns that accompanied the 
1969 floods.

“ Off we go, into the wild, 
blue ... Pacific?” Not any more 
— the Air Force Space and 
Missile Test Center (SAMTEC) 
has retired its last ship SHIP9 
Well, you see. it’s like this 
This 
month 
the 
USNS 
Sunnyvale was retired and sent 
to a nautical "glue factory” — 
the Maritime Administration's 
National 
Defense 
Reserve 
Fleet, where the Sunnyvale will 
be stored until it is broken up 
for scrap. 
'Hie Sunnyvale is the last 
page in an interesting history 
that stretched 
over fifteen 
years — years that launched 
America into the Space Age 
Back in the 1960’s, when the 
nation was just getting into the 
space and missile business, the 
Air Force ran into a problem 
When you launch a missile, you 
don't want to aim it toward 
land, 
because 
I) 
it 
could 
endanger local inhabitants, if 
any, and 2) 
it makes those 
portions of the missile which 
hit the land very hard to study 
afterwards The same factors 
applied 
to 
space 
launches, 
astronauts having an aversion 
to hard landings. 
But land was needed to hold 
up 
the 
radar 
and 
radio 
equipment that tracked and 
controlled the missile. Wasn’t

equipment board, depending on 
the ship. 
A variety of equipment was 
carried 
Instrum ents 
for 
picking up S-band and P-band 
telementry (data radioed from 
the 
missile or 
spacecraft), 
com plicated 
radars, 
and 
complex 
computer 
systems 
were all used to guide and 
track the missiles and space 
payloads. 
Five of the ships were used 
for the Appollo Space missions, 
monitoring 
launches 
and 
recov eries 
and 
relaying 
telementry 
signals. 
Others 
were stationed world-wide to 
track various space missions in 
areas where land was scarce 
Two were used exclusively to 
pick up data radioed from 
satellites passing overhead.

away from land By tracking 
the missile until it impacted,

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Cloud of death drifts from 
Texas oil well, killing 9 


In Press Club speech 


DENVER CITY, Tex. (U PI) — The white cloud of poison gas 
billowed from the ruptured oil well and drifted 200 yards, seeping 
into the home of Tom Merrill. Inside Merrill, his wife and two 
sons were asleep 
Essie Merrill, 31, awoke, at first not knowing exactly why. She 
looked at the clock beside their bed It was 5 a.m. Sunday. There 
was something wrong. 
She sniffed once, twice and shook her 33-year-old husband from 
his slumber. 
I recognize the odor and knew what we were up against,” 
Merrill said. 


He and his wife scrambled into the next room and forced their 
children out of bed Merrill grabbed for the phone, dialed the 
number of their next door neighbor, the J. C. Patton family, who 
lived 50 yards closer to the wellhead, and prayed that he wasn’t 
too late. 


He was. Glenda Patton, 40, answered the call and her 42-year- 
old husband went outside their home to see where the smell could 
becoming from. 


But the Pattons made the fatal mistake of returning to the 
house Mrs Patton called the city police and then called back the 
Merrill household to tell them that her husband and come back 
inside and passed out. Minutes later they and their 18-year-old 
daughter Deede were dead. 
So were six others caught in the deadly cloud of gas —fumes

Although the fighting tapered 
off later, diplomats agreed the 
battle was the opening shot in 
the government’s attempt to 
crush the guerrillas. 


Diplomats said at least 100 
persons have been killed and 
probably 
several 
hundred 
wounded since the fighting 
erupted Friday night when the 
rebels 
pounded 
government 
military bases with bazookas, 
howitzers, mortars and gre- 
nade-launchers. 


Western diplomats said the 
battle for the provincial capital 
of 250,000 people 400 miles 
north of Addis Ababa was still 
undecided 


from an unattended carbon dioxide injection system designed to 
squeeze as much oil as possible from a well. 
The Merrills escaped. He weaved his family out to his car, 
pushed his children in the back seat, got his wife in the 
passenger’s seat and climbed behind the wheel 
“ We managed to back out in the road and she (his wife) fell over 
my foot, slamming the accelerator to the floor and that’s the way 
we got to town,” Merrill said. 
The Merrills were the lucky ones. Police arrived to find the dead 
—the three Pattons plus five others staying at their home: Mrs. 
Patton’s parents, J. R. May, 57, of Arlington, Tex., 57, and his 55- 
year-old wife; Mrs. Patton’s sister and her husband, A. L. 
Amerson, 53, of Portales, N.M.; and Clara Peevey, 18, a friend of 
Deede Patton’s. 
The ninth victim was Steve Sparger, 19, an employe of Atlantic 
Richfield. 
Sparger worked as a night rider at the pumping station. 
According to his log, he received a report of a bad-smelling gas 
originating from the wellhead. It was Sparger’s job to investigate 
such reports. 
"It looked as if he realized what happened, put the truck in 
reverse and tried to back out, but couldn’t” Yoakum County 
coroner D.H. Henry said. “ He was in the truck in a ditch.” 
“ They were pumping C02 (carbon dioxide) into a well to get 
more oil out of it,” an Atlantic Richfield spokesman said. 
“ Something broke in the injection system at the wellhead.”

Latest Skid Row Slasher death 
may suggest new clues to police 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Clyde C. Hay was a man of 
regular habits —but for two 
days 
he 
seemed 
to 
have 
disappeared Therein may lay a 
clue in the case of the “ Skid 
Row slasher.” 
Those were the last two days 
in 34-year-old Clyde Hay’s life. 
His was the ninth throat- 
slitting murder attributed to 
the “ slasher.” 
Hay’s body —throat slit to 
the spine —was found Friday in 
his apartment. Police believed 
at first he was killed Tuesday, 
but an autopsy indicated the 
time of death as Thursday night 
or Friday. 
Hay, a mechanic at the 
National Cash Register Co., 
was found by his job super­ 
visor, who wondered why he 
did not show up for work. The 
employer told police the victim 
was a man of regular habits, 
not one to stay off the job 
without calling. 
Investigators have theorized 
that the killer either knows or 
gets the confidence of his 
victims before killing them. 
Today, they were trying to find 
where Hay spent those last two 


days. 
A coroner’s reports over the 
weekend said that although 
most of the slasher’s victims 
were physically weak, none 
was drunk or incapacitated, 
and only one had been drinking. 
An escaped convict who was 
serving life terms for slaying 
five members of a family 16 
years ago was reported Satur­ 
day among the suspects, but 
police denied it. 
Carl A. Eder, who escaped 
last November, used a method 
different from the Los Angeles 
slasher, a police spokesman 
said. 


The slasher seemed to have 
broken his pattern of killing 
Skid Row derelicts with the 
deaths of Hay and the eighth 
victim, 
George 
Frias, 
45, 
whose 
body 
was 
found 


Wednesday. The bodies of the 
first seven victims were found 
in the downtown, Skid Row 
area. 
All the victims head’s were 
nearly severed. Police said all 
had their shoes removed and 
pointed toward the soles of the 
feet. 
Since the killings began Dec. 
1, the slasher struck only on 
Wednesdays 
and 
weekends. 
That led police at first to 
believe Hay had been killed the 
same night as Frias. 
Police have launched one of 
the biggest manhunts in the 
city since the Sharon Tate mass 
murders, and have compiled a 
composite 
drawing 
and

psychological profile of the 
suspect.

Alpha Literary Club called to order by 
President Dimock on time?

Two votes of importance took place 
that day — an increase of dues to $1.50 
and the decision to go to Surf May 9 to 
see President Roosevelt (Theodore) 
pass through on the train. 
Report of that event told of the 
president’s arrival at 4 p.m. and his four 
minute talk 
The secretary’s written 
comment: "Time was limited and I 
think 
we all feel we were fairly 
treated ” 
In June a committee was appointed to 
meet with the cemetery trustees to 
make plans to raise money to keep up 
the cemetery By April of the following 
year it was reported that the club 
women had planted many pepper trees 
at the cemetery and that cemetery 
trustees had stated that anyone who 
wished their lots kept clean could pay $3 
per year. 


Other cemetery news crops up in a 
notation that July: "Mrs. J.L. McCabe 
reported that the deed to the cemetery 
had been located and had been recorded 
in 1880 Also deed to Lompoc Park found

cemetery By November of 1919, it was

Although they had been 
planted by the club, they had been 
turned over to the town years ago It 
was suggested a letter be written to the 
town council. Their answer, read in 
January, stated permission had been 
given. Members instructed a second 
letter be written by their secretary, 
stating "we no longer have control of the 
trees and you can do whatever you want 
with them.” 
In 
another 
interchange 
with 
the 
council, Mrs Burton reported she had 
spoken about cows allowed on the street. 
They informed her, she said, “ if the 
town people don't object, it is O K ” 
With a membership more than tripled 
by mid-1923, a committee was again 
appointed to query the town council — 
this time on why the curfew ordinance 
was not enforced. Five months later the 
club ordinance committee reported on 
their inquiries in regard to the curfew 
bell. They were told it was hard to 
enforce curfew because of the late 
picture show 
On October 5, 1929, a motion was 
made to take up the issue with the city, 
of dogs running loose in town Two 
weeks later came the reply that the city 
had no ordinance relating to loose dogs. 
Members then approved to send a 
resolution to town council "to stop it.” 
But club members also remembered 
to 
approve 
actions 
they 
felt 
commendable. In the month previous 
Club President Poulson suggested a 
thank you letter to county supervisors 
"for closing a dance hall which was 
objectionable.” 
One watched their money closely in 
1903 and members "laid over for 
consideration” the cost of $17.50 for 75 
year books.

Ford budgets $173 million for state 


For dams, flood control, irrigation works ... 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - President Ford 
asked Congress today for more than $173 million 
to continue construction of major dams, other 
flood 
control 
and 
irrigation 
works, 
and 
navigation projects in California 
The money for the California projects was 
included in the President's 1349 4 billion budget 
for the 1976 fiscal year beginning July 1. 
Additional requests for money to plan future 
projects and to operate and maintain existing 
ones 
brought California's proposed 
water 
resources budget to more than $268 million- 
more than for any other state. 


The construction requests for California 
included $100.9 million for the Bureau of 
Reclamation and $72.4 million for the Corps of 
Engineers 


The budget proposals include the expenditure 
of $101.6 million more than twice as much as is 
being spent in the current fiscal year—on the 
vast Central Valley Project. 
The CVP budget includes an appropriations 
request of $91.8 million, an additional $9 million 


in unspent funds from previous years and 
$753,000 from nonfederal sources. 
The CVP budget allocated $29.7 million for the 
Auburn-Folsom South unit, $16.480,000 for the 
Sacramento River umsion, $9,250,000 for the 
San Felipe unit, $34,230,000 for the San Luis unit 
and $11,210,000 for miscellaneous project pro­ 
grams 
The 
funds 
would 
provide 
continued 
construction of the Tehama-Colusa Canal, the 
Westlands irrigation distribution system, the 
Pleasant Oaks distribution system, the San Luis 
drain and the foundation for Auburn Dam 
Other bureau requests included $5,000 for the 
All-American Canal System and $55,0000 for 
recreation facilities at existing reservoirs. 
The major construction request for the Army 
Engineers was the $40 1 million earmarked for 
continued construction of the $268 million New 
Melones Dam 
Budget proposals for other construction by 
the Corps included 
Alameda Creek flood control (Del Valle 
Reservoir), $1,810,000; Buchanan Dam, $2 4 


million; Chester flood control project on the 
North Fork of the Feather River, $1,650,000; 
Corte Madera Creek flood control, $250,000; 
Cucamonga Creek flood control, $2.3 million; 
Dry Creek Lake and Channel, $1.8 million; 
Hidden 
Dam, 
$2,530,000; 
Imperial 
Beach 
erosion project, $100,000; Lytle and Warm 
Creeks flood control, $8,506,000; Napa River 
Basin flood control, $500,000; Pine Flat Lake 
and 
Kings 
River 
flood 
control, 
$906,000; 
Sacramento River and tributaries flood control, 
$200,000; Sacramento River bank protection, 
$2 8 million; Sacramento River flood control 
from Chico Landing to Red Bluff, $1,782,000; 
San Diego Harbor navigation project, $3.5 
million; San Francisco Bay to Stockton ship 
channels, $500,000, and Walnut Creek flood 
control, $800,000 
The budget also allocated more than $5 
million to the Army Engineers to continue 
studies and planning of proposed new projects in 
California. 
The Bureau of Reclamation project included 
$2.9 million for study of future projects.

Hearst said he believed his 
daughter, soon 21, would face 
trials in San Francisco and 
possibly Los Angeles for bank 
robbery and fugitive charges.

Pot liberalization poll 


SACRAMKNTO (UPI) — Supporters of legislation liberalizing 
California’s marijuana laws say the unpublished results of a poll 
show a majority in the state favor reducing penalties for use and 
possession of the weed. 
The National Organization for the Reform of Marijuana Laws 
Sunday released the public opinion analysis it compiled from data 
collected by the Field Research Corp. during 1969,1972 and 1973. 
Gordon Brownell, West Coast coordinator for the organization, 
said the 1973 survey showed 51 per cent of those polled favored 
some form of lesser penalties. 
In addition, he said the populous areas of Los Angeles and 
Orange counties supported reduced penalties by 53 per cent while 
60 per cent of those surveyed in the San Francisco Bay Area 
favored liberalized laws. 


Economist says welfare 
recipients want to work

A 
Stanford University economist 
says the commonly held belief 
that people on welfare won’t 
work unless the government 
forces them to is a misconcep­ 
tion. 
“Nothing could be further 
from the truth,” said Prof 
Michael J. Boskin, who worked 
with others on two studies of 
440 
California 
families 
on 
welfare from 1965-70. 


“There 
is 
an 
enormous 
turnover in the welfare popula­ 
tion,” he said. “New families 
come on welfare and go off 
continuously. 
Most 
families 
stay on welfare for periods of 
far shorter duration than is 
commonly supposed.” 


He said only 17 per cent of the 
families 
studied 
stayed 
on 
welfare rolls during the entire 
five-year survey. Another 27 
per cent went on and off and on 
again one or more times. 
The remaining 56 per cent 
majority went off welfare when 


they found jobs and didn’t 
return. 
Boskin said a key factor in 
getting welfare recipients to 
take jobs is the wage offered by 
employers 
—the 
lower 
the 
wage the less likely they are to 
give up welfare 


Another important factor is 
job 
permanence 
Welfare 
recipients offered jobs that are 
likely to leave them unem­ 
ployed for more than two 
weeks of the year usually stay 
on welfare. 


Other factors include the 
amount of non-wage income the 
welfare recipient gets, state of 
health and whether there are 
pre-school children to care for. 


Boskin 
said 
the 
studies 
indicate that welfare recipients 
—like most people —will try to 
get the most income they can 
He suggested one way to get 
people off welfare rolls is to 
make it worthwhile to them 
financially.

LAS VEGAS, Nev <UPI) — Jimmy Connors is sitting on 
top of the tennis world today. 
The southpaw from Bellville, 111, moved up a notch in 
everyone’s estimation Sunday by soundly defeating Rod 
Laver and strengthening his claim to the No. 1 spot. 
Before a crowd estimated at 3,800 at Caesars Palace 
Tennis Pavilion and a nationwide television audience, 
Connors faced the cool and cagey Laver for the first time 
and beat him in four sets. 6-4,6-2, 3-6.7-5. 
Connors won the $100,000 winner-take all prize put up by 
Caesars plus a new automobile valued at $10,000. Laver 
didn't go away empty-handed. He will share in television 
money and get around $50,000 
At 36. Laver's reflexes may be slowing a bit. Both are left­ 
handers and that gave neither one an advantage. But 
Connors hits a two-fisted backhand with all the power in his 
22-year-old muscles and Laver indicated that gave him 
trouble 
“It’s different playing those double handers,” said Laver. 
“You have to get used to them .” 
Attack is the name of the game for Connors and he seldom 
let up, although Laver did ace him half a dozen times 
Connors' own serve was often too hot for Laver to handle 


and all he could do was get a little wood on the ball. Laver 
was forced frequently into weak defensive returns which 
Connors more often than not put away with ease 
Connors was credited with only one clean ace. 
Laver got his big serve going at its peak in the third set, 
which he won, but that was too late The red-haired 
Australian, however, did not fold in the fourth set against 
Connors, who didn't slow down a bit. In the 10th game of the 
fourth set, Connors was at match point five times but Laver 
fought him off and held his service to tie the set at five 
Connors then held his service to go ahead, 6-5, and broke 
Laver with a love game to win the fourth and final set, 7-5. 
Twice during the last game, Connors got points when a ball 
tipped the net and popped out of Laver ’s reach 
Connors has been accused of arrogance in past victories, 
but this time he was a gracious winner.

The second half of league play begins tomorrow, 
with Cabrillo at Santa Maria and Lompoc at Arroyo 
Grande. 
Little Eddie Evans won round one of the battle of 
the little guys Friday. The 5-7, 123-pound Lompoc 
guard outplayed Cabrillo’s 5-6 ace Mandy Simmons, 
scoring 13 points while holding Simmons to seven, and 
playing a fine all-round floor game 
Big Eddie Taylor rose above the chaos of the 
game's final few minutes, going high to tip in Ken 
Humbert’s missed shot with three seconds left to 
give Lompoc the win It was Taylor’s 15th rebound of 
the game, to go with his 11 points. 
Beating the CIF 3-A’s eighth-ranked team has to 
give a big boost to the confidence of a young Lompoc 
team that started the season on such shaky legs 
And it brought the Conqs down to the level of mere 
mortals. It had been 43 days since the Conqs had lost a 
ballgame They had won 10 m a row, and each of their 
four league wins had followed the same pattern — fall 
behind early, catch up late, and win. 
This time Cabrillo fell behind early, trailing by as 
many as 10 points in the first half. They caught up late 
— with 4:38 left in the game But they didn’t win. 
Dave Ellison, Lompoc's coach, was in a state of 
shock after the game 
“It was the biggest win I’ve ever been associated 


with," he said, shaking his head in disbelief “The 
kids demonstrated an awful lot of pride, discipline and 
patience.”

in 
helping students meet college 
costs. 


While we are sure there are 
rational reasons for wanting 
to cut or postpone these 
programs, we find difficulty 
in 
understanding 
how, 


simultaneously, the President 
can ask that $550 million be 
spent for the aid of the 
government 
in 
South 
Vietnam. 
The U.S., in a decade, spent 
billions 
of 
dollars 
and 
thousands of lives in trying to 
support the South Vietnamese 
government. We can say that 
under the circumstances, we 
gave it our best shot. But 
without getting into the pros 
and cons of that effort, the 
tact remains that it didn’t 
work, and spending additional 
millions 
and 
eventually 
billions of dollars every year 
subsequent 
to 
our 
disengagement won’t 
work 
either. 
Many economists believe 
the Vietnamese War and our 
involvement in it is the basis 
for our 
present 
economic 
situation in this country. Does 
it make sense then, for the 
U.S. 
to continue 
pumping 
dollars into Southeast Asia, at 
the 
same 
time 
curtailing 
programs of benefit to our 
own country and people? We 
can’t believe so.

Northern Ireland, by which is meant 
Britain’s suppression 
of a mutiny in the 
United Kingdom The 
combination of 
the 
affront to the Queen 
and 
the 
seditious 
attack on the British 
Army 
proved 
too 
much — but for only a 
single member of the 
audience, 
the 
redoubtable Mr. Pere­ 
grine Worsthome of 
the Sunday Telegraph, 
who 
walked 
out. 
Everyone else stayed, 
and 
even 
clapped 
politely. 


Oh how Mr. Worsthome has thundered 
oyer the events, and I quite understand. 
We have our Jane Fondas and Marlon 
Brandos, and we sort of put up with 
them, but since Vietnam and Wounded 
Knee, they are no longer proof against 
an audience’s good sense and good 
manners. Besides which, for all our 
troubles the English are worse off. 
Indeed it is here and there suggested, as 
by Anthony Lejeune, that “some people 
have begun actually to hope for a 
catastrophe, because they fear that the 
only alternative is a continuing steady 
erosion of the country’s economic 
foundations and of individual liberty.”

unaccountable rise in the London stock 
market (50 per cent in three weeks). 
The stock market seems to be saying 
that there will always be an England; 
and no doubt there will. Last week a rich 
sheik from the United Arab Emirates 
plunked down 500,000 pounds for a castle 
in Kent. Asked why he had bought it, he 
said simply, ‘‘Because it’s beautiful.” 
Lots of England will continue to be 
beautiful even after economic and 
political chaos, so that it becomes 
literally true that there will always be 
an England, even as the Court of St. 
Petersburg could with full confidence in 
1914 have warranted that there would 
always be a Russia 
But what will England be like? I 
cannot imagine what the American 
press would have done to, say Mr. Ford, 
or Maurice Stans, or Arthur Burns, or 
William Simon, if during the election 
campaign last year one of them had 
given a major speech saying that 
inflation had reduced to four per cent. I 
find it inconceivable that he’d have 
lasted out the year in public office. Yet 
Denis Healey, during the campaign this 
fall, announced that inflation in England 
had come down to eight per cent which, 
under the circumstances, was on the 
order of standing outside the Empire 
State Building and announcing on a 
loudspeaker that it had shrunk by 60 
stories. The figures were implacable 
and undeniable, and sure enough when 
the tally was officially registered at the 
end of the year, England was suffering 
inflation at the rate of 20 per cent. 
There is resistance. Sir Keith Joseph, 
the shadow Home Affairs spokesman, 
has 
made a daring suggestion — or 
rather, as the British would view it, 
threat. If the Parliament does not 
restrain itself, ‘‘it will nurture its own 
nemesis.” Sir Keith thinks the English 
should consider moving toward the 
adoption of a — Bill of Rights. 
Tnat would be a startling innovation in 
Britain, where Parliament has always 
been supreme. But this is an age of 
innovation. 
Prime Minister 
Harold 
Wilson is going to take the question of 
staying in the Common Market to the 
people next June in an unprecedented 
plebiscite. 
The 
Daily 
Telegraph 
suggests that the best formulation of 
Wilson’s referendum would be the 
following; “Do you, or do you not, agree 
that we should, or, alternatively, that 
we should not, remain within the EEC. 
Answer yes or no. Yes 
No 
” 
But even as 30 years ago, England’s 
plight is bringing out those vast reserves 
of British eloquence. Mr. Heath has 
always been studiously prosaic. But — 
listen; ‘‘The hour of the individual 
patriotic British man and woman is with 
us. I feel the stirring of a new mood in 
Britain. I want a Britain that frightens 
her enemies, delights her friends; a 
Britain that is fun to live in and exciting 
to work in; a Britain strong enough to be 
tolerant and confident enough to be 
compassionate. If I was alone in what I 
feel I, too, would begin to lose hope. But 
I know I am not alone ” 
That’s true. But neither is he a 
majority.

Where are they now? 


Last year at this time a herd of 10 
hopefuls were tuning up voices and 
viewpoints for a stampede after three 
open City Council seats Last summer, 
three brand new names were advanced 
in vain as possible appointees to a 
council vacancy. 


Yet none of the 
eight losers in last 
year’s balloting are 
taking another crack 
at it this March 4, and 
only one of the ap­ 
pointee choices is run­ 
ning The reasons why 
show that demands at 
the office and a new 
baby are more than 
enough to sideline a 
local political career. 
The reasons also hint 
that losing a local 
election can be a pain­ 
ful 
experience 
and 
suggest that a council 
m em ber’s 
might 
really be a mostly 
thankless job 


Incumbent Mayor E.C. Stevens was 
elected to another four years last March 
by a record city tally 59 votes short of 
3,000 
and 
form er 
two-term 
councilwoman Charlotte Benton re­ 
captured a governing seat. Incumbent 
Councilman Sol Lefkowitz also won by a 
city record margin - 286 votes behind 
Stevens. It was Lefkowitz’ untimely 
death last August that set up this 
March’s special municipal election for 
the remainder of his four-year term — 
to run until 1978 


Perhaps most conspicuous for his 
absence on this year’s lineup is Fred 
Bock, who came within 102 votes of 
achieving a seat of power on a platform 
calling for less hasty decision making 
“My work assignments wouldn't have 
allowed me enough time,” is how Bock 
explained his non-running status. Might 
he be coaxed into running again? 
"Yes,” was his answer. “ I would like 
to do that. Again, it would depend upon 
my job situation I would definitely like 
to serve in a public capacity ” 
The J-M engineer’s next chance will 
come in 1976, when the seats of 
incumbents Art Scott and Emil Scolari 
will be open for contention 
Charles Carmichael, who polled fifth 
after Bock, is now the director of the 
Lompoc Valley Economic Development 
Association Carmichael resigned from 
the 
city 
Planning 
Commission 
to 
predoom questions on possible conflicts 
of interest. The same questions could 
have been leveled if he had chosen also 
to run again for council. 
Young, two-time candidate Steve Cox, 
who finished behind Carmichael, after a 
scorching campaign, was unavailable 
for comment. But Cox will be young 
enough next year to repeat his first two 
strong attempts. The Cox’s new baby 
may 
have 
played a 
part 
in 
the 
candidate’s holding back this year 
“ I’m not a politician,” admitted Joe 
Herron, who finished seventh last year 
and 
explained 
that 
he's 
too 
straightforward to play the political 
angles. 
“ I call it as I see it, win, lose or draw, 
baby, that’s the way it’s got to be ” 
When asked if he might run again, 


Herron said. “Look, baby, when they 
knock on my door and say, ‘this is what 
we can do to support you,' I’ll say okay.” 
The eighth runner last year was Gene 
Ashlock, who ran on a platform of 
putting local government back in the 
hand of the people Ashlock’s family 
medical 
expenses, 
ne 
said, 
have 
sidelined him this time. To help meet 
them, he’s been working at a second job 
at his own new restaurant, called 
Ashlock's, at Lompoc Valley Bowl. But 
could the well-liked former golf pro be 
convinced to pick up the baton again 
next year? 
Very possibly the next race we have, 
I’ll be in it,” Ashlock said His ’74 
campaign drew good response, he 
added, as well as offers for better 
financial support in a future election Of 
these new supporters, he termed. “I 
think they're looking for somebody who 
can give them the type of management 
I can give.” 


The ninth runner, Walter Smith, was 
unavailable for comment, as was Ed 
Leach, who ran tenth 
But some absorbing philosophy of the 
local council office was offered by 
Robert Kramg, who did not actively 
seek a council post but was supported 
for an appointed slot on the board last 
summer. 


‘‘I can t see spending two or three 
months working to get a job doing 
something for somebody else and not 
getting anything for it except serving 
the community — and I'm already doing 
that, 
Kramg, who is a city planning 
commissioner, said. 
This is the thing that most deters 


many qualified 
local 
people from 
seeking the post, he set forth. 
‘ The fact is that nobody realizes the 
sacrifice a person's really making by 
doing it I’ve never known a councilman 
whose business wasn't hurt by doing it,” 
he said. Yet, Kramg said, the public at 
large suspects council members of 
making fortunes through city activities 
and snipes at them at every opening If 
you lose a council bid, the local 
businessman expressed, it can hurt your 
ego and even if you win, you lose ” 
Michael Sim inski was also advanced 
as an appointee last summer without 
success 
‘ The big reason I decided not to run 
was that the due date the doctor gave us 
for the arrival of our next child is 
election day,” Siminski said Might he 
run in the future? 
‘ I’m going to have one more child to 
raise here and I’m still very interested 
in the future of the Lompoc Valley,” the 
Parks and Recreation commissioner 
said 
Whether or not as a future 
councilman, Siminski added, he’ll have 
his hand in future city government in 
some capacity 
Time heals. Issues, personalities fade. 
People shrug off setbacks and either 
take a different road or begin to covet 
their earned experience as political jig 
saw pieces in a winning mosaic of the 
future Last year we elected incumbents 
and sent the first timers and young 
firebrands back to their precinct maps. 
But don’t count all of the losers out. 
Another thing the city may have 
witnessed last election season was a 
training ground 
for local political 
leaders of the later decade.

New spirit 


Well, the ‘‘new spirit,” Jerry Brown, 
arrived to take over the reins as 
Governor and our State Capitol has 
withstood the shock and is still standing 
even if it isn’t earthquake proof. 


The truth is the most amazed were 
those ‘‘far out” supporters of his who 
expected the Capitol Dome to tumble 
down when their hero came charging in. 
They looked to. see the state turned 
upside down overnight. Instead they 
listened to what was almost a replay of 
Ronald Reagan insofar as state finances 
and spending. Wearing the mantle of 
Governor does make a man out of a boy 
in short order and already one can see 
Brown’s hair turning gray. 


Two of the most surprised were 
Assemblymen Richard Alatorre and Art 
Torres. They had some weird idea that 
the Governor should consult with the 
legislators 
before 
making 
his 
appointments. As if he couldn’t make 
enough mistakes all by himself. As 
Governor 
he 
will 
have 
more 
opportunities to err than a head of 
lettuce has leaves. 


Jerry may be short on experience but 
he quickly established he isn’t short on 
brains or courage. He barked right back 
and told them to go pound sand, he 
would make the appointments. Whether 
he picks the right people or not, the 
responsibility rests with him and not 
with a junta. 


The ridiculousness of their demands 
that the Governor confer with the 
legislators on each of his appointments 
should have left their faces red. Even 
though they retorted that they didn't 
need a civics lesson it is obvious they do. 
The 
Constitution 
provides 
for 
a 
separation of powers between the 
executive and the legislative branches. 
It would be breached if legislators were 
to participate in the appointment duties 
clearly assigned to the Governor. 
Worse, it would put the lawmakers in 
the box. How could they afterwards 
properly exercise their function of 
criticizing the executive branch when 
things don’t go well? 


In the initial blush it now appears 
Brown’s 
political 
strategists 
were 
overly cautious in keeping Jerry under 
wraps all during the campaign He isn’t 
doing too badly in his first moments in 
the full spotlight. 


It is fitting that, in a state stepped in 
the Spanish-Mexican tradition, he is 
selecting some descendants of those who 
contributed to California’s early history. 
But 
he 
has 
made 
it 
clear 
his 
appointments are on the basis of 
qualifications and not accident of birth 
and that he expects his appointees to 
serve all of the people, not any special 
ethnic group. 


Equally impressive is his rejection of 
the idea that positions should be filled on 


a quota system or with persons from 
“elitist’’ institutions, as he termed it. 
He 
said 
he 
looked 
upon 
recommendations 
from 
“ self 
annointed” 
minority 
and 
special 
interest committees about the same as 
he would view stock in a salted gold 
mine In other words he isn’t about to be 
a “patsy.” 
The new Governor may not be 
obsessed with suspicion but he is 
possessed of considerable skepticism. 
And he is as proud of being governor as a 
kid with his first suit. 
It is this pride which makes him 


zealously protective of his prerogatives 
The matter of appointments is just one 
of those And he made certain that 
another, the budget, bore his imprint. 
His youth gives him the stamina and he 
shows every sign of perhaps being the 
hardest working governor the state has 
seen 
Being an energetic skeptic he is 
digging into problems in depth. He is 
demonstrating a firmness in making his 
own decisions. Who knows the old 
Capitol Building may still be standing 
when Jerry leaves office at the end of 
his term or terms.
